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GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Care  in  the  Community 

It  has  been  apparent  for  years  that  the  number  of  old  people  in  this 
country  is  increasing  and  it  follows  that  more  old  people  are  going  to  need 
help  from  the  community  and  from  the  social  services  provided  by  the 
authorities.  There  has  been  time  to  appreciate  the  problems  involved  and 
ideally  it  should  nowT  be  possible  to  provide  support  where  and  when  it  is 
needed.  In  fact  this  is  not  the  case  and  in  some  respects  it  could  be 
argued  that  certain  services  to-day  are  inferior  to  those  provided  in  the 
past. 


The  first  problem  is  to  identify  those  who  need  help.  This  is  not  as 
easy  as  might  be  thought,  and  the  most  effective  method  so  far  evolved  is 
for  the  general  practitioner  to  provide  an  age  and  sox  register  of  all 
patients  over  a  certain  age#  As  general  practitioners  are  paid  on  a 
capitation  basis  with  an  increased  fee  in  respect  of  patients  over  6p  it 
might  be  thought  this  information  v/ould  be  readily  obtained  from  the 
Executive  Councils.  In  fact  this  is  not  so  and  the  records  of  patients, 
which,  incidentally,  are  the  basis  for  the  payment  of  over  fifty  four 
million  pounds  annually  to  general  practitioners,  are  accurate  only  to 
within  7  “  8/1,  which  means  that  in  Britain  four  million  people  might  not 
be  recorded  correctly. 

At  present  the  most  practicable  way  of  providing  an  age/sex  register  ^ 
is  to  compile  it  from  the  records  in  the  surgery  (and  these  are  not  accurate; 
This  requires  the  services  of  a  confidential  clerk;  with  the  development  Oj. 
health  centres  for  group  practice  Local  Health  Authorities  can  more .easily 
supply  this  service,  though  few  of  them  appear  to  be  doing  so,  and  in  most 
cases  the  Executive  Council  can  provide  a  grant  of  up  to  ~/0%  of  the  cost. 

The  age/sex  register  is  used  to  contact  patients  over  a  certain  age. 
Initially  the  age  will  be  high,  but  as  the  system  gets  going  it  is  usually 
possible  to  reduce  the  age  to  a  point  between  60  and  70  years,  ihe  first 
contact  is  usually  a  letter  seeking  information  about  the  person's  health 
and  offering  an  appointment  at  the  surgery  or  a  visit  from  a  health  visitor. 
This  results  in  a  classification  of  patients  into  those  with  no  immediate 
problems,  those  with  health  problems,  those  with  social  problems  (housing, 
home  help  etc.)  and  those  with  both.  It  will  also  indicate  "special  risk” 
cases  who  reject  help  and  are  withdrawn  socially. 

When  properly  used  this  system  causes  very  little  annoyange  to  the 
elderly  person  -  most  of  them  welcome  it  -  and  identifies  most  cases 
needing  help  at  an  early  stage.  Much  more  effort  should  be ^devoted  to 
this  matter  of  identifying  those  who  need  help,  but  it  is  of  no  use  unless 
help  is  readily  available. 
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The  object  of  assistance  to  old  people,  as  it  is  to  those  handicapped 
by  disabilities  other  than  those  which  age  brings,  should  be  to  keep  them 
for  as  long  as  possible  in  their  own  homes  in  their  own  community.  To 
this  end  the  house  should  be  made  as  suitable  as  it  can  be,  with  modern 
amenities.  This  may  involve  capital  expenditure  the  owner  cannot  afford, 
but  many  councils  are  now  prepared  to  help  with  maturity  locals,  -whereby 
the  capital  sum  is  borrowed  against  the  security  of  the  property  and  only 
the  interest  is  paid  by  the  old  person  during  his  lifetime  the  capital 
being  re-paid  from  their  estate.  'Then  the  new  Rent  Act  becomes  fully 
operative  it  should  help  in  the  improvement  of  tenanted  property  as  the 
owner  will  be  able  to  charge  an  economic  rent  and  the  tenant  may  receive 
a  subsidy. 

G-iven  a  dwelling,  the  occupant  -will  need  sufficient  income  for  food, 
light,  heat,  clothing,  rent  and  rates.  This  may  be  a  delicate  subject 
and  need  a  tactful  approach,  but  the  tendency  is  more  and  more  towards 
the  state  supplementing  the  inadequate  income  and  more  determined  efforts 
should  be  made  to  overcome  the  prejudice  which  some  people  have  about 
accepting  what  they  wrongly  consider  to  be  "charity". 

In  order  to  remain  independent  in  their  own  homes  infirm  people 
require  varying  support;  most  of  this  comes  from  voluntary  sources  such 
as  relatives,  friends  and  neighbours,  and  from  numerous  organisations. 

A  good  deal  of  the  work  of  these  organisations  overlaps  and  is 
inefficient  because  of  the  lack  of  co-ordination  and  even  rivalry  between 
different  groups. 

The  statutory  institutions  for  providing  homo  care  are  never  going 
to  be  able  to  give  the  amount  of  support  needed;  this  can  only  be  done  by 
voluntary  effort.  The  experiment  of  appointing  a  full-time  paid  official 
to  co-ordinate  the  many  voluntary  "welfare"  agencies  in  Now castle -on -Tyne 
showed  that  by  getting  then  to  co-operate  and  co-ordinate  their  work  the 
effect  could  be  much  increased.  This  is  an  object  worthy  of  the  close 
attention  of  the  Social  Services  Department. 

There  one  various  statutory  services  which  are  of  great  importance 
in  sustaining  infirm  people  in  the  community.  The  Home  Help  is  the  most 
important  but  because  of  a  failure  to  publicise  the  splendid  work  done  by 
home  helps  (often  under  most  difficult  conditions)  their  work  is  not 
properly  appreciated  by  most  people  and  it  is  difficult  to  recruit  people 
as  Hone  Helps.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  publicise  the  service,  to 
provide  more  in-service  training  and  to  improve  recruitment. 

M cals  on  17 he e 1 s  is  a  valuable  service  as  much  for  the  regular  visit 
as  for  the  nutritive  value  of  the  meal.  It  is  not  easy  to  got  the  meal 
to  the  recipient  in  a  really  palatable  state. 
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If  the  nutritional  value  of  the  delivered  meal  is  important  in 
supporting  the  person,  as  it  may  be  if  he  or  she  is  no  longer  able  to  cook 
a  "full"  meal,  two  or  even  three  meals  per  -week  is  not  sufficient  -  it 
should  really  be  seven.  This  is  difficult  under  the  present  system, 
especially  in  sparsely  populated  areas  and  perhaps  locally  we  should  look 
at  this  problem  again. 

The  Luncheon  Club  or  Day  Centre  is  a  better  service  because  of  the 
social  contact  it  allows  but  is  difficult  to  organise  in  rural  areas. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  trail sp ort  is  a  key  to  many  of  the  problems  of 
lonely,  housebound  people  and  that  soon  rural  villages  are  going  to  have  to 
provide  a  local  alternative  to  the  disappearing  rural  bus.  A  village 
minibus  can  be  a  great  boon  to  infirm  people  and  local  authorities  arc 
now  enabled  to  give  financial  support  towards  transport  for  handicapped 
people.  In  a  rural  context  this  would  allow  subsidised  fares  for  old 
people  on  the  village  minibus. 

Enforced  loneliness  is  one  of  the  heaviest  burdens  of  age,  and  most 
people  when  isolated  for  any  length  of  time  become  withdrawn  and  fearful 
of  mixing  again  with  others.  A  few  people  prefer  isolation  and  their 
wishes  must  be  respected,  but  it  is  from  the  "withdrawn"  people  tha,t  social 
emergencies  and  tragedies  anise.  It  should  be  an  important  object  to  combat 
and  prevent  loneliness  and  this  is  best  achieved  by  local  voluntary  services. 

A  service  which  can  be  of  importance  to  old  people  is  having  their 
toenails  cut  regularly.  They  often  find  it  difficult  to  do  this  themselves, 
it  is  neglected  and  in  tine  immobilises  then,  becoming  a  big  job  for  the 
chiropodist.  There  is  a  field  for  voluntary  service  here. 

A  point  of  great  importance  in  the  care  of  the  elderly  infirm  is  the 
relationship  between  hospital,  welfare  hone  and  "sheltered"  (with  a  warden) 
housing.  Three  different  authorities  are  concerned  and  it  is  apparent  the 
co-ordination  between  them  needs  improving.  There  are  several  common 
medical  or  surgical  conditions  in  old  people  which  need  investigation  and 
treatment  in  hospital.  Often  the  treatment  is  effective  and  they  can  be 
discharged  cured.  An  example  is  incontinence;  it  is  often  difficult  to 
arrange  for  the  admission  of  someone  suffering  from  this  and  they  may  have 
to  wait  a.  long  time  in  conditions  of  discomfort,  unhappiness  and  neglect. 

Most  Welfare  Hones  find  it  difficult  to  take  in  people  who  are  incontinent, 
but  it  is  true  tha.t  to-day  these  institutions  are  admitting  people  with 
infirmities  and  disabilities  they  mrould  not  have  considered  ten  years  ago. 

It  ha„s  been  agreed  that  these  Homes  should  be  used  more  flexibly  and  it  is 
good  to  see  a.  small  number  of  short-stay  admissions  being  arranged  in  local 
institutions,  usually  to  give  the  rclelives  caring  for  an  old  person  a 
chance  to  have  a  break  from  their  responsibilities.  It  is  also  good  to 
see  that  Professor  Hall  ha,s  introduced  a,  system  of  ward  consultation  for 
matrons  of  homes  in  the  Southampton  area  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
extended  and  could  perhaps  include  housing  mane.gers. 
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A  Scottish  experiment  shows  promise.  Here  a  number  of  hospital  beds 
have  been  formed  into  a  geriatric  assessment  unit.  Three  people  have  the 
right  to  admit  patients  (whose  stay  is  limited  to  throe  weeks) .  They  arc 
a  psychiatrist,  a  consultant  in  geriatrics  raid  a  social  worker.  Before 
the  throe  weeks  is  up  one  of  these  must  arrange  for  the  future  care  of 
the  patient,  and  most  often  it  is  found  that  the  patient  is  able  to 
return  to  the  community,  which  is  what  he  or  she  will  prefer  and  which, 
incidentally,  is  the  cheapest  method  of  support. 

There  is  one  last  service  we  all  noed  -  to  be  able  to  die  with 
dignity.  Most  people  prefer  to  live  and  die  in  their  own  homos  and 
indeed  this  is  usually  what  happens.  Sometimes  this  nay  involve  the 
relatives  in  heavy  burdens  of  nursing  and  housekeeping,  /ire  they 
receiving  all  the  help  they  need?  for  example,  it  is  difficult  to  find 
someone  to  sit  through  the  night  with  the  patient  if  this  is  a  continuous 
need.  Laundry  may  be  a  heavy  burden  and  there  arc  other  difficulties, 
family  doctors  and  district  nurses  know  in  what  fields  help  is  most 
commonly  needed  in  this  situation  and  we  should  try  to  meet  these  needs 
from  voluntary  and  statutory  sources. 

The  implementation  of  the  Social  Services  Act  of  1970  in  April  1971 
has  lead  to  turmoil  in  the  social  work  field,  with  many  staff  changing 
their  jobs  or  going  on  training  courses.  Despite  the  efforts  of  social 
workers  to  overcome  the  problems  creeled  it  is  apparent  that  the  service 
to  the  individual  in  need  of  help  ha.s  suffered  in  consequence.  In  April 
1974  there  will  be  even  greater  turmoil  with  the  re-organisation  of 
local  government  and  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  it  is  probable 
that  in  the  upheaval  the  statutory  services  to  those  in  need  will  be 
disorganised  for  a  period.  Therefore,  there  will  be  an  even  greater 
need  for  the  voluntary  services  to  fill  the  gap  at  this  time.  A11 
effective  way  of  developing  a,  local  volunta„ry  service  he„s  been  in  the 
foundation  of  "Community  Ca.ro"  groups.  Training  courses  are  available 
in  such  groups  and  the  presence  of  such  a  group  in  ea.ch  community  would 
go  a  long  way  towards  meeting  the  need  for  more  and  better  voluntary 
help  to  those  of  our  neighbours  who  need  some  help. 
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Pctersfield  Urban  District 


The  Urban  District  of  Peter sfield  is  an  "island"  within  the  rural 
district  of  the  sane  name,  and  comprises  the  small  attractive  country  town 
together  with  a  surrounding  area  of  agricultural  land.  Petersfield  is 
traversed  by  the  main  London  to  Portsmouth  road  and  railway,  and  both  are 
cross ed^by  an  important  east/vest  road  link,  the  A. 272  Midhurst  to  Winchester 
road.  The  town  has  several  small  manufacturing  firms,  the  largest  being  the 
I.T.S.  rubber  works.  It  is  also  an  important  centre  of  retail  trade,  end 
possesses  an  abattoir  which  supplies  a  wide  area.

S own  go  Disposal 


T/hat  is  in  effect  a  new  sen  age  treatment  plant  came  into  full  use  iii 
May  1971  and  there  7/ as  a  formal  ceremony  to  mark  the  occasion  later  in  the 
year.  After  some  initial  difficulties  the  plant  has  worked  satisfactorily 
and  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
effluent  reaching  the  River  Rothcr. 

The  extension  of  the  sowers  to  include  the  village  of  Stroud  has  led 
to  most  of  the  houses  connecting  to  the  sewer.  This  was  an  area  in  which 
there  was  frequent  pollution  of  water  courses  from  over  flowing  cess  pits. 
Discussions  are  taking  place  regarding  the  discharge  of  some  farmyard 
effluents  into  the  sewer.  The  new  sewer  lines  laid  in  the  total  have 
abolished  the  surcharging  which  used  to  occur  in  some  areas  and  a 
connection  was  provided  to  Broadway* s  Caravan  Site  where  previously 
there  was  a  small  private  purification  plant  which  was  not  satisfactory. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  system  (once  weekly  "back  door"  collection)  remained  the  same 
with  disposal  to  the  Rural  District  Council's  tip  at  Buriton.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  a  new  productivity  system  of  payment  for  the  men  came  into 
operation.  The  scheme  was  produced  by  the  County  Council  dorks  Study  unit 
based  on  time  and  motion  studies.  There  have  been  difficulties,  in 
particular  the  demand  to  use  skips  to  obviate  taking  the  bin  out  and 
returning  it.  This  is  a  messy  way  of  handling  refuse,  but  is  quicker  than 
returning  the  empty  bin,  and  the  men  wish  to  continue  to  use  skips. 

There  77 ere  also  problems  ns  to  v/hat  constitutes  "inclement"  v/eather, 
and  the  introduction  of  the  new  bonus  pay  structure  has  caused  more 
difficulties  than  was  expected. 

T/a ter  Supply 

The  supply  is  by  the  Mid  Southern  Water  Company,  and  was  satisfactory 
in  quantity  and  quality. 

Sr/imming  Pool 

The  heating  system  installed  for  the  Tov/n  swimming  pool  operated 
satisfactorily,  though  in  fact  much  of  the  summer  turned  out  to  be  very 
v/arm  and  sunny.  Tests  of  the  one  institutional  swimming  pool  during  the 
summer  showed  that  a  satisfactory  standard  was  being  maintained.

Food  Hygiene 

The  department's  major  single  commitment  is  carrying  out  the 
inspection  of  meat  at  The  G-range  Abattoir®  Owing  to  the  steady  increase  in 
throughpuc  at  this  establishment  the  Council  increased  the  staff  available 
for  this  work  by  appointing  Mr.  De'Ath  as  an  authorised  meat  inspector, 
and  he  commenced  his  duties  in  February.  The  rate  of  increase  in  work  at 
the  slaughterhouse  was  maintained  in  1971  and  the  appointment  was  fullv 
justified. 


A  major  re-organisation  of  the  abattoir  was  completed.  This  involved 
considerable  new  construction  with  increased  cold  store  space  and  a  largo 
butchering  room  with  Vacuum  packing  machine  to  cater  for  the  increasing 
wholesale  demand  for  fully  or  partially  butchered  cuts.  But  the  most 
beneficial  result  of  the  alterations  was  the  complete  separation  of  input 
and  output.  Under  the  previous  system  meat  had  to  be  loaded  from  an  area 
giving  access  to  the  slaughter  halls  and  from  which  various  forms  of  offal 
and  hides  were  also  despatched. 

The  entry  of  Britain  into  the  Common  Market"  will  pose  problems  in 
meat  inspection  as  in  many  other  fields.  Export  of  meat  to  the  E.E.Co  is 
a  tempting  field  as,  in  general,  prices  prevailing  there  are  substantially 
higher.  In  past  years  we  have  been  apt  to  assume  tha.t  the  quality  of 
British  meat  is  better  than  that  of  continental  meat,  but  except  in  regard 
to  mutton  it  is  doubtful  if  this  is  true  any  longer.  A  higher  standard 
of  slaughterhouse  design,  construction  and  maintenance  will  be  required 
than  is  commonly  found  here  and  at  the  present  time  a  veterinary  surgeon's 
certificate  of  fitness  of  the  mee„t  is  required.  There  is  no  equivalent 
of  the  professionally  trained  and  qualified  Health  Inspector  with  a 
certificate  as  an  “Inspector  of  Meat  and  otter  foods"  in  other  European 
countries • 

Effluent  from  the  abattoir  is  discharged  into  the  council's  sewers; 
the  old  sewer  in  Sussex  Road  was  prone  to  silting  and  blockage  and  at 
times  the  dis change  would  be  bloodstained  and  this  was  a  cause  for  many 
complaints.  The  new  sewers  have  resulted  in  a  groat  improvement  in  this 
situation. 
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Regular  inspections  are  made  of  premises  purveying  food,  and  in  this 
field  we  work  in  close  association  with  the  County  Council’s  heights  and 
Measures  department.  T hank s  are  due  to  Dr.  D.J .Ho  Payne,  Director  of 
Portsmouth  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  his  staff  for  their  advice  and 
assistance,  and  to  Mr.  Preston,  Inspector  of  Y/eights  and  Measures, 
Hampshire,  and  his  staff  for  help  and  co-operation  received. 


SOCIAL  SERVICES 


Family  Doctor  Service 

Two  general  practitioners  retired  from  N.H.S.  practice  during  1971? 

Dr.  W. 0.  Bradbury  and  Dr.  R.  Bowesman.  Dr.  N.  Silk  and  Dr.  -^«D.  Vf allace 
were  appointed  to  the  vacancies  and  all  the  doctors  practicing  in  Petersfield 
now  have  their  surgeries  at  tho  premises  close  by  the  Town  Hall. 


For  some  years  there  have  been  discussions  regarding  tne  building  of 
a  Health  Centre  in  Petersfield  which  would  be  linked  to  the  Petersfield 
G-eneral  Hospital.  The  amount  of  land  available  for  this  purpose  is . 
rather  less  than  is  desirable  and  much  time  has  elapsed  in  negotiations 
about  this.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  this  issue .was  clarified  (but 
not  greatly  dleviatod)  and  as  a  result  a  firm  decision  to  build  or  not  to 

build  should  be  made  in  1972. 


Hospitals 

There  was  n-o  change  in  the  status  of  the  two  hospitals  in  the  town. 
Heathside  remained  as  a  small  geriatric  hospital  with  consultant  staff 
from  Portsmouth  in  charge,  but  with  medical  attendance  provided  by  local 
practitioners.  Mrs.  G-omersall  retired  as  matron  of  Heathside  and 
Mrs.  Halifax  left  Petersfield  Hospital  on  promotion.  Miss  Metcalfe 
assumed  the  post  of  Nursing  Officer  in  charge  of  Petersfield  Heathside 
and  Y/enham  Holt,  and  Mrs.  Woodcock  became  Sister  in  Charge  at  Heathside. 


Social  Services 

The  new  County  Council  Department  of  Social  Services  came  into  being- 
on  1st  April.  Constituted  in  line  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Seobohm  Committee  it  represents  a  merger  of  the  previous  Children  s  and 
Welfare  Deportments  with  the  addition  of  Mental  Welfare  and  Horn  Help 
Services.  Petersfield  comprises  one  division  of  the  Area  5  directorate  o 
this  Department.  It  was  appreciated  that  such  a  major  re-organisation  was 
bound  to  create  difficulties,  but  few  people  had  realised  just  how 
considerable  and  lengthy  these  difficulties  would  be..  Petersfielu  was 
unlucky  in  that  there  was  no  office  accommodation  available  xor  their 
Group  locally  and  for  their  first  year  they  had  to  operate  from  Havan 
with  only  a  small  interview  office  in  the  town.  Eventually  it  was  decided 
to  build  an  office  in  Petersfield  which  was  occupied  in  April  19/2.

Attendances  at  the  Petersfield  Child  Health  Clinic  were  slightly 
less  than  m  1970,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  just  oyer  50  attended  each 
session  on  average.

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VOLUNTARY  SERVICES 


Although  this  report  is  concerned  with  1971  it  is  right  that  it  should 
record  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Keith  Gammon  from  her  post  of  Organiser  of 
the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  and  head  of  the  Petersfield  Information 
Centro.  Mrs.  Gammon  has  given  many  years  of  devoted  service  to  the 
community  in  Petersfield  and  the  surrounding  countryside  despite  a  painful 
physical  handicap.  Hundreds  of  people  have  cause  to  remember  her  advice 
and  help  v/ith  gratitude. 

The  voluntary  services  play  a  major  part  in  providing  services  to 
various  groups  of  people,  and  there  are  many  organisations  and  individuals 
contributing  to  this  work  in  Petersfield. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  a  building  at  Readon  Close  and  is 
involved  in  training  for  Eirst  Aid  on d  Home  Nursing  as  well  as  providing 
a  number  of  services  such  as  homo  loans  of  medical  and  nursing  equipment , and 
a  club  for  handicapped  persons. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  continues  to  be  operated  by  the  W.R.V.S., 
but  with  the  expansion  of  the  Secondary  School  it  is  becoming  more  difficult 
to  continue  the  supply  of  food  from  this  source.  Fairley  Court  Ca.fe  is  no 
longer  able  to  supply  meads  in  the  holiday  period. 

Petersfield  and  District  Old  Persons  Welfare  Committee  continue  to 
operate  a  weekly  Amenity  Food  Depot  for  the  benefit  of  load  clubs.  The 
original  minibus  was  replaced  by  a  new,  larger  model.  The  Luncheon  Club 
continues  to  meet  twice  a  week  and  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  a 
number  of  ''sociad  activities11  for  the  elderly  have  been  organised  on  two 
mornings  a  week  at  the  Community  Centre.  Classes  in  painting,  can  van 
work,  cookery,  jewellery  mounting  and  other  activities  are  undertaken  by 
voluntary  helpers  and  these  hare  been  most  successful  in  promoting  interest 
and  social  contacts  among  older  people. 

Towards  the  end  of  1971  a  group  for  handicapped  children  was  formed  in 
Petersfield  and  early  in  1972  they  opened  a  day  nursery  one  morning  a  week 
in  the  Town. 

All  three  senior  schools  in  or  near  Petersfield  have  pupils  who  give 
service  to  the  community.  It  seems  likely  that  if  this  work  could  be 
co-ordinated  and  organised,  its  scope  and  ability  could  be  increased. 

These  and  many  other  groups  provide  the  bulk  of  the  help  available  to 
people  in  Petersfield.  The  opening  pages  of  this  report  comment  on  the 
need  to  continue  and  to  expand  this  voluntary  work  and  make  some 
suggestions  towards  this.

There  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  was  larger  than  for  a 
number  of  years.  Whilst  the  vaccine  against  this  disease  is  not  completely 
protective,  children  who  have  been  immunised  who  get  whooping  cough  usually 
have  a  modified  and  mild  form  often  difficult  to  diagnose  with  certainty 
unless  bacteriological  examination  is  done.

From  these  figures  it  is  found  that  out  of  118  children  born  in  Petersi iold 
in  1970,  11%  had  completed  their  primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus  and  13%  against  Poliomyelitis  by  the  end  of  1971 .  Owing  to  a  change 
in  time  schedules  for  primary  immunisations  of  infants,  a  baby  does  not 
normally  complete  this  until  Ik  months  only,  so  that  the  proportions  above 
are  slightly  lower.  Sven  allowing  for  this  the  figures  are  not  as  high  as  is 

desirable. 
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School  Children 


with  the  help  of'  school  staff,  parents  of  5  year  olds  are  circulated 
regarding  reinforcing  immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  and 
ietanusj  and  ID  year  olds  against  Poliomyelitis  and  Tetanus.  Girls  aged 
between  11  and  13  were  offered  German  Measles  vaccine,  most  of  this  v/ork 
was  done  at  school  clinics,  as  was  the  Hcaf  Testing  and  Tuberculosis 
immunisation  done  for  13  year  olds  at  Petcrsfield  Secondary  School  and 
Churcher  s  College  in  1971*  School  staff,  nurses  and  county  medical 
staff  and  family  doctors  all  play  a  big  part  in  these  campaigns,  as  does 
tno  clerk  who  makes  the  arrangements  and  records  all  the  treatment  given.

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IMMUMTS  ATI  ON  and  TRAVEL 


By  international  agreement  travellers  arriving  fron  countries 
declared  infected  with  Smallpox,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever  nay  ho 
required  to  produce  a  valid  international  certificate  of  immunisation 
on  the  prescribed  form. 

Smallpox  Certificate  valid  for  3  years,  effective  8  days  after 
successful  primary  vaccination,  immediately  upon  re -vaccination. 

Cholera  Certificate  valid  for  6  months,  effective  from  the  date  of 
the  first  injection.  Enquiries  should  bo  amdo  of  the  airline  or 
s  t oamship  c onp  any . 

Both  the  above  immunisation  procedures  are  done  by  family 
doctors,  who  may  require  notice  in  order  to  obtain  supplies  of 
vaccine.  These  certificates  require  authentication  by  the  local 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Yellow  Fever  Available  only  at  certain  specified  centres  of  which 
Southampton  and  London  arc  the  nearest.  Valid  for  10  years.  May  be 
needed  if  travelling  to  parts  of  Africa  or  S.  America. 

Although  not  obligatory  it  is  a  sensible  precaution  to  be 
immunised  against  Typhoid  and  para  typhoid  fevers  and  poliomyelitis 
if  travelling'  abroad.  Both  these  diseases  are  more  prevalent  in 
many  countries  than  in  Britain.  The  booklet  11  Hints  for  Travellers” 
issued  by  the  Foreign  Office  (and  supposedly  available  at  travel 
agents)  contains  good  advice. 

In  many  countries  Malaria  occurs,  most  commonly  in  tropical 
countries.  Visitors  to  a  malarial  country  should  take  an  anti  malarial 
drug  throughout  their  stay  and  for  one  month  after  leaving. 

Of  necessity  it  takc.s  time  to  complete  a  full  immunisation 
programme,  so  leave  plenty  of  time  for  this  -  at  least  one  month.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  1971  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  area,  and  on  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible. 

During  the  year  Mr.  J  .N.  Oakley  left  Local  Government  and  went  into 
industry  on  the  staff  of  a  well  known  national  firm.  He  was  replaced  in 
March  as  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  by  Mr.  D.Ii.  Keir.  At  the 
same  time  the  Council  appointed  an  authorised  Meat  Inspector, 

Mr.  L.\! .  De’Ath,  lor  full  tine  duties  at  the  Grange  Abattoir.  Both  these 
officers  have  integrated  successfully  into  the  work  of  the  Department,  and 
are  giving  satisfactory  service.  The  appointment  of  a  full  time  meat 
inspector  has  relieved  the  heavy  pressure  put  upon  your  Inspectors  to 
maintain  100%  inspection,  particularly  during  periods  of  annual  leave, 
statutory  holidays  and  sickness;  and  has  also  made  more  time  available  for 
other  routine  duties. 


The  major  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Department  is  occupied  on  meat 
inspection  duties  at  the  private  slaughterhouse  of  the  Petersfield 
Wholesale  Meat  Company,  where  the  throughput  continues  to  increase. 

Based  upon  cattle  units  there  was  a  3%  increase  in  throughput  compared 
with  1970.  Compared  with  1967  the  throughput  shows  an  overall  increase  of 

6o%. 


In  order  to  meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  trade  there  is  no 
alternative  but  to  work  outside  normal  hours.  20%  of  all  inspections  are 
carried  out  at  such  times,  involving  early  morning  work,  (including 
Saturdays)  and  regular  weekend  stand-by  duty.  Slaughtering  on  Saturdays 
is  now  minimal,  amounting  to  0.1%  only  of  the  annual  throughput.  Major 
improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  abattoir  during  the  year  involving 
the  construction  of  a  new  loading  bay  in  addition  to  a  cutting  room 
wherein  is  installed  a  vacuum  packing  plant  for  dealing  with  boneless 
beef. 


The  other  work  of  the  Department  was  generally  on  the  same  lines  as 
previous  years  and  calls  for  no  special  comment. 


The  extension  of  the  sower  to  Stroud  has  resulted  in  eleven  occupiers 
of  houses  in  North  Stroud  Lane  being  provided  with  modern  bathroom  and 
toilet  facilities  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants,  and  a  further  three 
cottages  have  plans  approved  for  similar  conversions,  with  a  satisfactory 
reduction  in  the  total  number  of  cesspools  in  the  Urban  area. 

Complaints  regarding  rat  infestation  were  about  average  in  number, 
but  an  increasing  number  of  requests  were  received  for  assistance  in 
dealing  with  wasps. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council’s  other 
departments  for  them-  willing  no  In  one  co  ""o-aration  at  all  times.

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Water  Supply- 


Sanitary  Circumstance  of  the  Area 


The  water  undertakers  for  the  area  are  the  Mid  Southern  Water  Board. 
The  majority  of  the  water  is  obtained  from  two  deep  boreholes  at  Sheet, 
augmented  by  spring  water  from  Oakshott.  The  supply,  which  is  chlorinated 
and  filtered,  would  appear  to  be  adequate  at  all  times,  and  I  know  of  no 
houses  in  the  Urban  area  which  have  not  a  piped  supply  of  water. 

The  undertakers  arrange  for  regular  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  water  to  be  made,  and  the  Council  is  supplied  with 
copies  of  the  relevant  reports.  These  indicate  that  at  no  time  was  the 
water  other  than  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area,  namely  the  Petcrsfield 
Swimming  Bath  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  Churchers  College  Swimming 
Bath. 


The  water  in  the  Petcrsfield  Swimming  Bath  is  tested  thrice  daily  for 
residual  chlorine  and  pH  value,  and  similar  tests  are  carried  out  at 
Churchers  Swimming  Bath.  In  both  baths  a  satisfactory  standard  is 
maintained. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  and 
for  the  extension  of  sewers  in  the  district  was  completed  during  the  yean, 
and  a  satisfactory  effluent  is  nov;  being  discha.rgcd  into  the  stream. 

There  a,re  now  only  five  pail  closets  in  the  area  compared  with  35 
last  year,  and  within  the  next  few.  months  these  five  should  have  been 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system.  The  Council  have  now  ceased 
to  operate  a,  pail  closet  e  imp  tying  service. 

In  addition  there  are  35  cesspools  serving  45  houses  compared  with 
62  serving  82  houses  last  year.  Each  householder  is  entitled  to  have  his 
cesspool  emptied  tv/ice  per  year  free  of  charge. 

Public  Cleansing 

All  the  roa.ds  in  the  District  are  kept  clean  by  the  Council. 

A  once  weekly  collection  deals  with  all  domestic  refuse,  and  a 
sepa.ra.to  collection  of  tra.de  refuse  is  made.

Broadways  Caravan  Site  off  The  Causeway  is  now  licensed  for  175 
ca,ravans.^  Mo  sly  these  are  dwellings  of  a  superior  type,  and  the  site 
operator  is  gradually  complying  with  all  the  requirements  of  his  site 
licence.  This  is  a  very  well  run  and  maintained  site.  0ver  recent  years 
a  proper  and  adequate  supply  of  water  has  been  laid  on,  and  fire  fighting 
equipment  installed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  County  Fire  Authority. 
During  the  year  the  inadequate  and  overloaded  septic  tank  at  this  site 
was  abandoned,  and  a  connection  made  to  the  new  sewer  laid  up  to  the 
site  by  the  Council. 


There  is  also  a  well  run  site  for  25  caravans  at  Durford  Road,  in 
addition  to  a  small  number  of  temporary  sites  for  one  or  two  caravans 
only,  with  limited  planning  permission.

ADULTERATIONS 

The  law  relating  to  the  composition  of  food  and  drugs  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  places  restrictions 
on  the  addition  of  other  substances  to  any  food  constituents.  Probably 
the  most  important  section  in  Part  1  of  the  Act  is  section  2,  which  relates 
to  the  sale  of  food  and  drugs  which  ore  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or 
quality  demanded  by  the  purchases.  Most  of  the  prosecutions  which  arise 
are  in  respect  of  offences  under  this  section. 
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I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.3.  Preston,  Chief  Inspector  of 
heights  and  Measures,  Hampshire  County  Council,  for  the  following 
information  on  samples  taken  in  the  District  during  the  year:- 

1 •  Number  taken  under  Pood  and  Drugs  Act 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1971?  twenty-six  samples 
were  procured  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  >  within  the  area  of 
the  Petersfield  Urban  District  Council. 

2.  Milk  Samples 

Seventeen  samples  of  milk,  including  six  of  "Channel  Islands", 
were  taken •  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

3*  Miscellaneous  Samples 

Nine  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  submitted  for 
analysis,  four  of  these  being  the  subject  of  adverse  reports  with 
regard  to : - 

(1)  A  packet  of  butter  which  was  affected  by  mould.  The 
butter  was  old  stock  and  the  code  marking  on  the  wrapper 
indicated  it  to  have  been  packed  some  months  previously. 
Proceedings  against  the  retail  company  resulted  in  a  fine  of 
£25  being  imposed,  with  additional  costs  of  £25  • 

(2)  A  loaf  of  bread  was  found  to  contain  a  stub  of  a  pencil, 
this  being  confirmed  by  analysis  to  have  been  present  during 
the  baking  process.  Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
bakery  company  responsible  and  they  were  fined  £50  and  ordered 
to  pay  costs  of  £25® 

(3)  A  further  loaf  of  bread  proved  to  be  seriously  affected 
by  mould  contamination.  Proceedings  against  the  bakery 
company  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £25 ,  with  additional  costs  of 
£21. 
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(4)  Some  black  pudding  was  found  after  purchase  to  contain 
sizeable  lengths  of  thin  string.  Inquiries  from  the  manu¬ 
facturers  showed  the  string  to  be  of  a  type  used  for  tying  up 
the  ends  of  black  puddings,  some  of  the  string  apparently 
having  been  caught  up  during  the  mixing  process.  The  matter 
did  not  seem  to  warrant  serious  action  but  a  warning  was  given 
to  the  producers. 


4*  General 


The  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Labelling  of  Pood  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  regarding 
the  labelling  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs.  No  matters  of 
consequence  o enured. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  Pctersfield  Wholesale  Meat  Company  continue  to  expand  their 
business  which  is  carried  on  from  The  Grange  Abattoir,  There  has  been 
an  increase  in  staff,  particularly  in  butchery  department,  where  a 
completely  new  cutting-up  room  has  been  provided.  During  the  year  the 
Company  introduced  the  vacuum  packing  system  for  beef,  and  the  system  is 
working  satisfactorily. 

In  addition  to  slaughter  for  the  Company's  own  use  the  abattoir  kills 
a  small  amount  of  animals  for  private  butchers  in  the  area. 

facilities  are  also  available  for  the  emergency  slaughter  of  injured 
or  sick  animals. 

A  full  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  is  carried. out  in 
accordance  with  the  Regulations.  Although  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out 
certain  inspection  duties  every  Saturday,  actual  slaughtering  during  the 
weekend  was  confined  to  seven  Saturdays,  two  Sundays  and  G-ood  Friday . 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  out  of  a  total  of  581,519  cattle  and 
pigs  only  58  pig  heads  were  found  to  bo  affected  by  Tuberculosis, 

Cysticcrcus  Bovis 

77  cases  of  cysticcrcus  bovis  were  discovered  in  197-1,  compared  with 
35  in  1970,  the  majority  being  single  cysts  only,  and,  in  appropriate 
cases  the  bovine  carcases  were  submitted  to  refrigeration.
